could not be intreduced into China, On 
his raturn from Europe and America he 
lnid before the Throne a report of his own 
mission, and the self-yovernmont nor ho- 
ing attempted in Chili province ix based on 
the suggestions contained in his report. 

In March, 1407, he was commissioned to 
re-organise the prison kystom. Ho left 
for Japan, and. has been ablo to obtain 
various particulars relating to the control 
of the Japanese prisons in Tokyo, He 
spent three weeks with the suprintendont 
ofone of the Japanese pristne, and has 
propared a scheme which ho Will submit, 
to the Ministry immediately on arrival at 
tho Capital, He lias nlso mado arraige- 
ment with a Jupanese expert on prisons, 
who will proceed tu China to rendor thy 
neeesaary assistance to make the change. 

The first prison to be reconstructed is 
that at Peking, and if conductod gatis- 
fuctorily, others will follow suit. | \ 

Tho Commissioner bas inspected the 
prisou in Hupek Province, on which num 
of $270,000 has heen spent. However, it 
ig still far from boing satisfactory. -Of the 
$270,000 only $100,000 has been actually 
spont owing to inolticiuncy, with the result 
that when the prison wais built it had to be 
pulled down, which useless work incurred 
additional expenditure, Still mach hos to 
bo dune to attain officiency. ‘The Commis- 
sioner’ stated that the prison nt Chibli 
Province cast the Peking Government 
some $200;000, te : 

Mr Mek inspected the prison at. Canton, 
and found that thd Namboi Prison which 
hax hoen talked abaut so much,” is, 
although it bas been rebuilt, wot. what 
it should be.
